McPike tells of 
financial sacrifice 


State Rep. Jim McPike is 
telling complaining con- 
stituents, “I am sorry that 
you are so upset with the 
recent pay raise. It is always 
difficult to determine salary 
levels for public servants 

“Congressman Paul 
Findley, with 450,000 con- 
stituents, receives $57,500 
per year and the mayor of 
Alton, with 35,000 con- 
stituents, receives $26,000 

“Based on this, $28,000 did 
not seem unreasonable for 
state legislators who have 
nearly 200,000 constituents 

“If the 1974 salary of 
$17,500 per year was in- 
creased seven percent each 
year, the 1979 salary would 
be $24,500, and the 1982 
salary would be $30,000 

“ALL legislators would 
prefer an annual cost-of- 
living increase of seven 
percent instead of one large 
increase every four years. 
However, the 1970 Illinois 
Constitution makes this 
impossible. 

“Once in office, legislators 
cannot vote themselves a 
pay increase. They can only 
vote to increase the salaries 
of the incoming legislators. 

“Early in December, we 
voted to increase the salaries 
taking 
office on Jan. 10, 1979, from 
$20,000 to $28,000. 

“The salary of $20,000 was 
established in 1974 and went 
into effect in January 1975. It 
remained at $20,000 during 
1975, 1976, 1977 and 1978. 

“T doubt that anyone else 
in Illinois went for four years 
without a pay increase. 

“If we had not increased 
the salary that month, the 
$20,000 would have remained 
in effect for those senators 
just elected for 1979, 1980, 
1981 and 1982. That would 
have been eight years 
without an_ increase,’’ 
McPike noted. 

“In 1976, working for in- 
dustry I earned $23,000, 
drove a free company ‘car, 
and had free insurance for 
my family. In 1977, working 
for constituents, I earned 
$20,000 

“In 1978, my total salary 
was again $20,000. My family 
has sacrificed ap- 
proximately $10,000 during 
the two years I have been in 
office. 

“T put in many more hours 
at less pay working for the 
state of Illinois than I would 
if working in industry. 

“I don’t think that public 
servants should become rich 
at the public trough. It is 
apparent that that. I have 
not. However, I believe that 
they should be adequately 
compensated and that the 
salary should be com- 
mensurate with their 
responsibilities 

“The other alternatives 
are not very appealing. If we 
pay legislators $5,000 to 
$10,000 per year, we attract 
only lawyers and those other 


to about a five percent in- 
crease spread over the eight- 
year period (1975 through 
1982). At the governor's 
special session, I am voting 
to reduce the increase to an 
acceptable level. 

“After reading my ex- 
planation, you may still 
strongly disagree with my 
reasoning. I intend to work 
equally as hard for you in 
1979 and 1980 as I did in 1977 
and 1978. 

“If you feel cheated at the 
end of 1980 then, of course, 
you can vote me from office. 
In the meantime, if I can 
ever assist you in 
Springfield, please let me 
know."

Editor & Publisher magazine — As. 
anticipated, a Federal Trade Com- 
mission symposium on news media 
concentration was stacked in favor of 
some kind of control over media 
groups, 

Speaker after speaker expressed the 
view that regulation of the size of 
media groups is desirable. There was 
no unanimity as to why such 
regulation should be imposed 

There was no: acknowledgement 
that one form ‘of government 
regulation leads to other forms, Nor 
any ‘admission that government 
regulation might be bad 

Up to now, the free market forces in 
the media business have dictated who 
has bought what and for how much. 
The minute it is decided that some 
government regulation is necessary.

Some foundations are developing an identity crisis 


Press-Record bureaus — Some of 
the major philanthropic foundations in 
America have been admitting to an 
identity crisis. Traditionally, they have 


seen their role as doing, what govern- 


ment doesn’t do. in such fields as 
education, scientific research, health 
care and social welfare. 

The Russell Sage Foundation has 
published an essay surveying how ex- 
tensively the government has moved 
into these fields and asking: “What's 
left? 

; . Not much, it would seem, although 
foundations bearing such names as 
Sage, Ford and Rockefeller continue 
to parcel out their grants and find no 
lack of prospective takers. 

What is missing is a clear sense of 
direction for these private activities in 
an age when so many public, tax- 
Supported efforts are being made in 
pursuit of the same goals. 


The problem for the foundations 


may resolve itself, at least partially, in 
an unexpected way. 

If the president and Congress follaw 
through on their pledge to make the 
federal budget less of an inflationary 
force in our economy, some of the 
programs now duplicating or 
overlapping the activities of private 
philanthropies and charities may be 
among the casualties. 

This is most likely in areas of 
Tesearch where there is no easy 
political case to be made 
government sponsorship of a project. 

How often is an obscure scientific 
study held up as a waste of the 
taxpayers’ money when the scientific 
community can make a plausible case 
for its ultimate importance. Scientists 
can make that case to a foundation 


for 


board when they can’t hope to make it 
to a congressman worried about the 
next day’s headlines. 

The debate over what the 
government should do and what it 
shouldn't do will go on as long as there 
are “liberals” and “conservatives” in 
our midst. 

We doubt if the line will ever be 
drawn where private foundations are 
left with nothing to live for, if only 
because of the imperfect record of 
government in making ‘headway 


; against the problems it has presumed 
"to treat, 


The Russell! Sage essayists even 
Suggest that a fruitful field for 
foundations would be to study why 
government fails so often in what it 
undertakes to do, and to explore and 
experiment with alternative programs 
that might serve the public better 

Foundations may be tHe only in- 
stitutions in’ our society with enough 
independence from political pressures 
to accomplish something in that direc- 
tion. 

We can note with satisfaction that 
philanthropic foundations and 
charitable organizations remain a 
healthy element in our society 

Bequests and endowments, con- 
tributions large and small, continue to 
flow to them in spite of the high 
visibility of government programs and 
the burden which taxes and inflation 
places on our pocketbooks. 

This suggests that no matter what 
government does or tries to do in the 
name of all of us, there is an abiding 
need in the American people to ex- 
press as individuals their commitment 
to making the world they leave better 
than the one they found. 


The press and the Rev. Jim Jones

Where were our _hard- 
hitting watchdogs of the 
Fourth Estate when human 
lives were at stake?

And 
why was there then so little 
follow-up? 

The answers don’t appear 
to be flattering to much of 
the press. In retrospect, it’s 
apparent that Jim Jones 
succeeded for the better part 
of five years in manipulating 
the San Francisco media in 
order to obtain a consistently 
favorable image. 

In some cases, his 
manipulation tcok the form 
of harassment; in others, 
flattery and material in- 
ducements. 

Perhaps most disturbing, 
Jim Jones seems to have 
found safety in playing on 
liberal and “progressive” 
sentiments nonviolence, 
concern for the poor, racial 
justice — that made. him a 
sacred cow to some jour- 
nalists. 

Journalists weren't the 
only ones who were duped, of 
course.

was named chairman of the 
Human Rights Commission;

jury; in San Francisco he 
was appointed head of the 
housing authority 

His chief legal adviser was 
an assistant district attorney 
in Mendocino County and 
later in San Francisco. 

There appears to have 
been little that a determined 
reporter could not have 
learned about Jim Jones 
before the Guyana tragedy 
that wasn’t learned after it 
was too late. 

Fake cancer cures were a 
feature of the Temple even in 
its Indianapolis days. 

In Ukiah, where he settled 
with 150 followers, there 
were complaints of beatings 
and even a formal charge 
which was, however, 
dismissed for lack of 
evidence 

And in San Francisco, to 
which he moved the Temple 
in 1972, people who escaped 
from his influence told of 
beatings increased in 
severity, the resumption of 
cancer “‘cures” and, in 1973, 
the first suicide drill. 

The true story of Jim 
Jones was available — from 
Steven Katsaris, vainly 
lobbying in Washington for 
official help to rescue his 
daughter, Jones’s acolyte 
and mistress; from 
Laurence Layton, =a 
respected scientist grieving 
over his son; from a group of 
edfectors huddled in a house 
in Berkeley for mutual 
protection

Examiner printed a story 
dealing with Jones’s pen- 
chant for armed guards and 
claims of being able to raise 
the dead; Jones sent 150 
Temple members to picket 
the paper for two days, 
following which Temple 
leaders met with executives 
and a favorable interview 
with Jones was printed 

In 1973 the Temple 
awarded ‘‘free speech’’ 
prizes totaling $4,400 to 12 
newspapers and magazines, 
including The New York 
Times, the Christian Science 
Monitor, and three San 
Francisco newspapers. 

He contacted with San 
Francisco's black newpaper, 
the Sun Reporter, to print the 
People’s Temple newspaper. 

In 1976, a thousand 
members of the Temple 
were bused to Fresno, where 
they demonstrated against 
the jailing of four Fresno Bee 
newsmen for refusing to 
name their sources. 

He used all the liberal 
buzzwords. He was an 
“activist."". He was a 
“peacemaker.” 

“He was dedicated to 
‘“*nonfviolence.'’ He 
denounced “racism.” 

Favored reporters got 
special interviews with 
Jones. “I was very excited 
by what they were doing at 
the People’s Temple,’’ 
recalled one reporter. “It 
was radical Christianity.” 

What it was, of course, was 
a cloak for Jones’s avowed if 
twisted Marxism. 

But his political coloration 
went urexamined, though 
his People’s Forum house 
organ was full of his hatred 
for American political in- 
stitutions 


a Chronicle 
columnist, revealed 
following the mass suicides 
that he had received 
correspondence from Jones 
during 1978. 

“I think,”” Jones wrote, “I 
will always bear the guilt of 
knowing that his model 
sotialistic soeiety should 
have been built in the U.S.” 

But not until October 1978, 
when attorney Mark Lane 
asserted as a press con- 
ference that his client was 
being persecuted because he 
was a Marxist, did it become 
clear in the press that the 
essence of the People’s 
Termple was political, not 
religious. 

The omission 
been critical. 

Jones's paradise on earth, 
like other attempted utopias, 
socialist or otherwise, was 
distinguished by a telltale 
condition: No one must be 
permitted to escape. 

One reporter, Marshall 
Kilduff of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, wasn’t taken in. 

In early 1977, he got wind 
of the stories of Temple 
defectors and launched an 
investigative effort. 

But the Chronicle rejected 
the story. So did New West, 
at first, its senior editor 
writing Mr. Kilduff — after a 
visit from a People’s Temple 
delegation — that it ‘would 
have a bad effect on the 
Church’s ministry.” 

Then a shakeup at New 
West, caused by Australian 
press lord Rupert Murdoch’s 
takeover, produced a new 
editor who gave Mr. Kilduff 
the go-ahead. 

Despite pressure from 
political figures and ,the 
director of the Northern

Union (‘‘the People’s 
Temple has made a solid 
contribution to social justice. 
in our community”), the 
magazine stuck to its guns. 

The Chronicle’s report of 
the New West article was , 
printed on page 14 and closed | 
with the quoted suggestion of. 
Jones, already in Guyana, 
that the defectors be given 
lie detector tests. 

After a flurry of interest in 
the fall of 1977, interest 
waned; Jones, after all, had 
departed from the country. 

Asa result, the stories that 
did appear were curiously 
bloodless; usually it ap- 
peared to be a case, of the 
word of malcontent refugees 
from a church congregation 
against 
“activist’’ minister. 

Jones’s mostly black 
congregation called forth in 
some journalists a 
patronizingly forgiving 
attitude toward = such 
phenomena as cancer cures 
and stern ‘‘discipline.”’ 

The People’s Temple story 
was, above all, an 
illustration of the difficulty 
which contemporary | jour- 
nalism — with its deter- 
minedly neutral moral tone 

has in dealing with a news 
subject who is operating in a 
moral vacuum. 

While it is true that the 
intrusion of moral 
judgments into a news story 
may result in a biased 
report, it is also true that a 
press without any moral 
judgment — or, which is the 
same thing, with a belief in | 
the higher morality of! a 
“cause,” any cause — may 
not be able to discern the 
story in the first place.

Remember, we aren’t 
even talking about taxes or 
other ways the government 
takes our money. We're 
talking about an un- 
necessary $2,000 loss from 
your family and mine for 
what even the government 
admits is wasteful, confusing 
and costly 

How did we get this way? 
It was because most 
Americans like easy 
solutions and because most 
in business sat around 
thinking that if we handled 
our businesses successfully, 
created jobs, made 
reasonable profits and did 
our duty as good citizens,

If we want a role in 
shaping a better tomorrow, « 
we must help people see the 
difference between govern- 
ment’s proper role as a 
guide, a setter of policy, and 


an enforcement) agency and 
the improper role. of 
government as a doer of 
things it cannot and should 
not do, 

No one has a better story to 
tell than we do in American 
business7 but who's going to 
tell it unless we do? Who’s 
going to translate it into 
terms everyday Americans 
can understand? 

No one has a better system 
than our free market 
system. But who is going to 
sell it unless we do? No one 
has a better system of 
government than we do. But 
who’s going to redirect its 
course? 

Let’s encourage others to 
join in helping .America 
regain its image as the 
world’s best example in both 
economic and individual 
freedom. 

Today will’ rush into 
tomorrow. But with input 
from each of us, it can be a 
better tomorrow — better for. 
us, better for our employees, 
better for government. 


Poor investment by U.S.—Saudi ‘moderation’ 


(Near East Report) 

One of the largest foreign 
policy investments of. the 
Carter administration has 
been in Saudi moderation 
and influence. 

As OPEC’s decision to 
raise oil prices 14.5 percent 
has helped prove the in- 
vestment has paid no 
dividends. 

Saudi moderation has 
turned out to be a myth, 
while Saudi influence has 
been used almost exclusively 
to the detriment of U.S. 
interests. 

Two prime U.S. interests 
on which the Saudi per- 
formance has been truly 
disappointing have been the 
Middle East peace process 
and the price of oil. 

In order to encourage 
Saudi ‘‘moderation,’’ the 
administration insisted on 
selling the Saudis the F-15, 
the most sophisticated 
warplane in the American 
arsenal, as well as more than 
$10 billion in arms and 
military infrastructure in 
the past three years.

autonomous’ Palestinian 
authority (which, he 
stressed, should lead 
eventually to an independent 
Palestinian entity), then 
Egypt could say goodbye to 
Saudi financial and moral 
support.”” 

One reason Riyadh has 
such influence in Cairo is 
that the administration has 
made such a_ ridiculously 
high estimate of Saudi 
Arabia’s importance. *

And while the Saudis are 
accustomed to payoffs as a 
way of life, it seems. that the 
United States is rarely the 
beneficiary of their largesse. 

The reason the Saudis pay 
protection is that they are a 
small, weak nation sitting on 
top of immense riches, with 
conflicting forces in both 
their monarchy .and 
military. 

Their policies are based on 
their perception of who. is 
threatening them, 
Apparently they feel most 
threatened by those who 
oppose peace with Israel. 

The Saudis have received 
nothing but understanding 
and accommodation from 
the United States: 

When a weak nation gets 
understanding and sym- 
pathy from one side and 
unremitting pressure from 
another, there can be ‘no 
doubt which. side it will yield 
to. : 
It is time that -the ad- 
ministration realized this, 
and sought to transform the 
myth of Saudi moderation 
into reality.

Deadline for hazardous Mini-term 
chemical waste 


The United States.District 
Court in Washington, D.C. 
has ordered the U. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency to promulgate rules 
dealing with hazardous 
chemical wastes and to have 
those rules adopted by Dec. 
31, 1979. 

In October 1978, Illinois 
Attorney General William J. 
Scott filed suit against the 
U.S. EPA and its ad- 
ministrator, Douglas Costle, 
charging that the agency had 
failed to fulfill a timetable 
mandated by Congress for 
putting hazardous waste 
regulations into effect. 


The federal Resource 
Conservation and Recovery 
Act of 1976 required the EPA 
to define hazardous waste 
substances and prepare 
rules for the generation, 
transportation and disposal 
of those substances. 

During: Scott’s lengthy 
battle, which led to closure of 
a chemical. dump at 
Wilsonville, it was 
discovered that the U.S. 
EPA had failed to comply 
with the statutory 
requirements, so the ad- 
ditional suit had to be filed in 
Washington.

2% loss on 
bonding for 
ex-offenders 


Less than two percent of 
the 12,427 persons, 
ex-offenders, for whom 
fidelity bonds were provided 
last fiscal year by the Labor 
Department in order for 
them to get a job defaulted. 

Assistant Secretary of 
Labor Ernest G. Green said 
the nationwide program, 
conducted by federal-state 
employment service offices, 
paid out $245,378 in claims 
last year from a total bon- 
ding liability of nearly $11 
million a month, 

In the last fiscal year, 
October 1977-September 
1978, about 1,200 persons a 
month were covered. The 
claims averaged about $1,140 
for the 215 defaults last year. 

Since 1966, when the 
program was laumched as a 
four-city pilot program, 
there has been less than one 
default for every 58 ex- 
offenders. The bonding 
became a national service in 
1971 when the United States 
Employment, Service 
established the permanent 
program. 

During the 12-year. period, 
almost all-have been males 
and slightly more than half 
have been from minority 
groups. 

The program contracts 
with a commercial bonding 
company to provide fidelity 
bonds up to $10,000 liability 
for ex-offenders who need to 
be bondedgin order to hold a 
job but who can’t get regular 
coverage because of their 
backgrounds. : 

The program is not limited 
to ex-offenders. It also helps 
persons who have problems 
getting bonds for lack of 
credit references, but -the 
great majority consists of 
ex-offenders. ' 

To obtain a bond, the 
person or prospective em- 
ployer applies at any of the 
2,500 local offices of the state 
Job Service and shows that a 
valid job exists. The 
program pays for up to 18 
months of coverage. 

The program is funded 
under Title III of the Com- 
prehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA), ad- 
ministered by the depart- 
ment’s Employment and 
Training Administration 
(ETA).

Addressing the annual 
civil rights conference of 
United Steelworkers of 
America District- 31, 
Rougeau said minorities and 
women still suffer higher 
levels of unemployment and 
receive lower wages than 
their white male coun- 
terparts. 

As director of OFCCP, he 
heads a nationwide en- 
forcement program 
requiring federal con- 
tractors and subcontractors 
to provide equal job op- 


and take af- 
firmative action for 
minorities, women and 
members of religious and 
ethnic groups. 

He emphasized that “this 
nation’s affirmative action 
requirements are not only 
good social policy, they are 
economically sound as 
well.” 

Bougeau said black people 
today earn 60 percent of the 
salaries of most whites, and 
women receive less than 60 
percent of the salaries of 
most whites, and women 
receive less than 60 percent 
of what most men earn. 

“It is clear if minorities 
and women were to receive 
an equal opportunity to get

Gayle M. Franzen, the new 
head of the state’s prison 
system, hasn’t necessarily 
put the problems facing him 
into order of importance. But 
he will agree that gaining 
control of Stateville 
Correctional Center is near 
the top on any list. 

Franzen took _— over 
operation of the beleaguered 
Department of Corrections 
Dec. 28 when Gov. James 
Thompson relieved former 
Corrections chief Charles 
Rowe, who had held the job 
for two years 

The change of command 
came on the heels of reports 
about Stateville inmates 
drinking and smoking 
marijuana over the 
Christmas weekend. 

A few days later, Rowe 
complained he had no 
communication with 
Thompson. The next event 
was Rowe's replacement. 

Last week, Franzen was 
faced with his first Stateville 
problem: six guards charged 
with the beating of at least 
three Stateville inmates. 

“These assaults in state 
prisons will stop, whether it

or inmates,” Franzen said. 

“Discipline will be as con- 

sistent as possible.” 

Local state’s attorneys will 
be kep busy, Franzen agrees 
with critics ‘of the depart- 
ment that street gang 
members in the state's 
prisons have caused a large 
portion of their problems. 

“It is hard to break up 
street gangs, but we can try 
to isolate them,” he said, 
noting gang members at 
Stateville sometimes have 
been able to travel freely 
among cell blocks. 

Among other things, 
department officials will 
study how California and 
other states handle street 
gangs in prison, Franzen 
said. “ 

“We also want to try to 
hook up with the Chicago | 
Police Department and the 
Cook County state’s at- 
torney’s office to let us know 
when we receive a gang 
member ,so we can im- 
mediately go to work on the 
matter,”’ he said. 

Franzen also. said plans 
are being drawn to eliminate 
drug traffic at state prisons 

For instance, visitors no 
longer will be simply denied 
visiting rights if caught with 
contraband. 

“When employees and 
visitors are caught dealing 
with contraband in the 
prison, they will be 
penalized,’’ Franzen said. 

“There is a new statute in 
this area, and it is a felony. 
We will go to the state’s 
attorney.”’ 

On another matter, in- 
mates who may have only 
three to six months 
remaining in their sentences 
might be better served by a 
work release program, he 
said, and moving them to 
such centers would free 
more prison beds for those 
who need to be there. 

Thompson, in’ removing 
Rowe as director of 
Corrections, asked Rowe to 
stay with the department, 
especially through the 
transition period. However, 
Rowe told reporters he will 
not remain under Franzen. 

“Rowe made his own 
decision to leave,'’ Franzen 
commented 

Rowe has not said where 
he will go or what job he will 
take.

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Ice creating 
navigation 
problems 


Rapidly developing ice 
conditions on the Mississippi 
and Illinois Rivers are 
creating navigation 
problems at the present 
time. : 

It is anti¢ipated- that 
conditions may worsen and 
aggravate these problems. 
In an effort to minimize 
difficulties resulting from 
these conditions, there are 
new restrictions on traffic 
through Locks 27 and Locks 
26, Col. Leon E. McKinney, 
district engineer, reports. 

Northbound traffic 
through Locks 27 and 26 will 
be restricted to no:more than 
eight-barge tows. 

Southbound traffic will not 
be restricted in any manner 
at this time. Any changes in 
conditions or restrictions 
will be announced as they 
occur. 

“All navigation interests 
are requested to cooperate in’ 
the implementation of this 
restriction and abide by any 
special instructions which 
may be issued by the lock- 
masters at these locations,” 
Col. McKinney said. 

He added, ‘‘Past ex- 
perience indicates that a 
combination of low flows and 
ice conditions greately affect 
river stages during the 
winter. ‘‘The current outlook 
for river flows and con- 
ditions within the district, 
including the St. Louis 
harbor, leads us to expect 
rapid fluctuations in the 
stages.

Illinois Bell has just an- 
nounced a six-month trial of 
gasohol, a_ potential fuel 
extender which the company 
hopes may be an answer to 
rising fuel costs and possible 
shortages. 

The telephone company 
said that it will test 15 
company vehicles working in 
the Peoria area with the fuel, 

* blended from. 90 percent 
unleaded gasoline and 10 
percent alcohol. In this case, 
the alcohol — technically 
called ethanol — is derived 
from corn. 

What effect gasohol hs on 
mileage, maintenance and 
costs will be determined by 

~ comparing the test vehicles 
with a control group of ‘15 
vehicles. using regular 
gasoline. 

‘We'll try to determine if 
Basohol results in improved 
mileage, higher octane and, 
ultimately, improved costs,” 
said R. C. Aldridge, Illinois 
Bell’s division manager for 
automotive services. 

“We regularly test various 
products to run our business 
more economically. 

“We think that gasohol, if 
it performs as some claim, 
might mean longer life for 
‘engines, cleaner operation 
and, therefore, a'reduction in 
tuneups and’ other . main- 
tenance costs."’ 

The company added that 
telephone’ inventor 
Alexander Bell “recognized 
the possibilities of alcohol as 
a fuel over 60 years ago.
